A ballet, symbolic of the dawning of creation, in which 
the Spirits of Creation, Land, Sky and Flowers slowly 
come to life and blend and move in a harmony of color 
and rhythm. 


EPISODE TWO 


SCENE A. WASHINGTON’S MISSION 


When the curtain of history first rises upon the site of 
Zelienovle. we behold this lovely valley, to which the 
Lenni-Lenap2 Indians gave the name of “Connoquenes- 
sing” meaning “the place of the dense thickets’, already 
in full possession of the powerful Iroquois Confederation 
who, after untold ages of relentless warfare had finally 
subjugated the Senecas and had driven out the older 
tribes of the Delawares and the Shawnee. The Senecas 
held this great valley as their western door to the great 
Irequois Confederation. 


France also claimed this same region by right of the 
discovery and exploration of the great Rene Robert 
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Cavalier Sieur de La Salle and Celoron de Bienville. 
The Iroquois, however, expoused the cause of England. 
Governor Dinwiddie of Virginia determined to oust the 
French and for this momentous mission chose George 
Washington. 

His “Historic Mission to the French Commandant at 
Fort Le Boeuf consisted of 12 persons—of whom were 
Christopher Gist, his faithful guide; John Davidson, 
Indian interpreter; Jacob Van Braam, French interpreter; 
Barnaby Curran, John McGuire, H. Henry Stewart, Wil- 
liam Jenkins, servants; Guyasuta, the Hunter; Tena- 
charisson, the Half-King and devoted friend of Wash- 
ington who later saved Washington’s life at the Defeat 
of Braddock; White Thunder—the Indian chiefs.” 


On the night of Friday, November 30, 1753, they en- 
camped “at the Murdering-town, about 15 miles from 
Logstown, on the southeast fork of Great Beaver Creek’’ 
where they got corn and dried meat. This encampment 
was on the site of Zelienople, the ‘southeast fork of Great 
Beaver Creek” being the Connoquenessing, 

This voyage of Washington’s—“his first public service 
to his country” was filled with many dangers—for ‘‘the 
creeks were swollen and they could pass them only by 
felling trees for bridges. Thus they proceeded; now kill- 
ing a buck, now a bear; delayed by rains and snows, by 
mire and swamps; until finally on December 12, they 
finally reached Fort le Boeuf.” Governor Dinwiddie’s 
mandate was successfully delivered. 

This scene shows the Indian village of ‘Murdering- 
town upon the Connoquenessing.’”’ Washington and hi; 
little expedition arrive—the entire tribe in the village 
bein? on hand to watch the procession as if enters. Prep- 
avations are begun to remain for the night. 


SCENE B. WASHINGTON’S ADVENTURE 


His mission completed, Washington, accompanied by 
Git, came back this way through the wilderness going 
from Venango to Shannopins. On this particular eve-

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ning—December 27, 1753 while still about 30 league: 
“from the Forks of the Ohio,” they stopped to rest near 
a big rock and in what they thought was the vicinity of 
a spring from which they had drunk on the way up to 
Le Boeuf. As they were looking around, an Indian 
slipped out from behind the rock, informing them there 
was “heap big water” here, and offering to guide them 
to Shannopins. This Indian called himself Unguasco and 
was of the Delaware tribe termed by Gist a “treacherous 
pack—in cahoots with the French too, craven traitors.” 


Washington and Gist at once realized the Indian was 
a spy—but although they used every precaution, the cun- 
ning Indian attempted to take Washington’s life. Wash- 
ington was saved by the quickness of Gist who would 
have killed the Indian had not Washington intervened. 


We show the attempt on Washington’s life. 
SCENE C. THE THIRTEEN FIRES 


At the close of the Revolutionary War, Great Britain 
acknowledged the United States “to be free, sovereign 
and independent” at the final treaty signed at Versailles, 
September 3, 1783. There followed, on the part of the 
settlers, a desire to develop their country and to push 
frontiers westward. So the American government seni 
representatives to negotiate with the Indians for the sal- 
of their lands. 


Through the efforts of Cornplanter, ‘mighty Chief of 
the Seneca Tribe and principal chief of the Six Nations of 
the Iroquois” this was accomplished. Influential with 
his people and cherishing “a big respect and personal 
friendship for General Washington the great councillor 
of The Thirteen Fires of the Colonial United States,” 
Cornplanter prevailed upon the Chiefs of the other five 
Nations—when they at first refused—to sign the Treaty 
which extinguished forever the title and last vestiges of 
a once proud and powerful people from this great valley, 
the home and hunting grounds of their ancestors from 
time immemorial.” 


SCENE:—Indian encampment in which a “ceremonial 
dance around the fire to the accompaniment of tom- 
toms and gourd rattles” is taking place. A scout brings; 
word that palefaces are coming—and as three govern- 
-ment agents enter, the dance is concluded. The Indians 
make the wh}te men welcome. We show the signing of 
the treaty of 1784 by 

Chief Tyuhanesera for the Mohawks 
Chief Sennghois for the Oneidas 

Chief Sagnarisera for the Tuscarogas 
Chief Chenaugheata for the Onondagas 
Chief Togaia for the Cayugas 

Chief Cornplanter for the Senecas 


EPISODE THREE 
THE CREEK MEADOWS 


“Upon the extinction of the Indian title in 1784, the 
ownership of the lands ceded by the Chiefs of the Six Na- 
tions passed to the young Republic of the United State:. 
As the continental Congress had functioned without a 
Bank or coinage of money these lands were reserved to 
redeem the DEPRECIATED certificates issued by the 
Continental Congress to the soldiers of the Pennsylvania 
line in the War of the Revolution. Hence these lands cam> 
to be known as the Depreciation Lands. ‘ 


As these certificates were redeemable only in land 
they were eagerly bought up by speculators and land 
companies of that period. As early as 1786, a canny Scot:- 
man, Thomas Fitzsimmons; and a _ shrewd Irishman, 
Michael Morgan O’Brien; succeeded in acquiring Tract 
No. 44 in Alexander’s District of these Depreciation 
Lands, with money advanced to them by the Bank of 
North America in Philadelphia. 


This deal involved the land upon which Zelienople is 
now located. However, Fitzsimmons and O’Brien were 
unable to hold their title and so BY SHERIFF’S SALE 
the site of Zelienople passed from them to one James 
Rose, attorney for the President and Directors of the 
Bank of North America, This gentleman was wide awake 
to the opportunity and in company with another Phila- 
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delphia lawyer, J. C. Caseman, he acquired five other 
tracts and together they organized the Philadelphia Land 
Company which contacted emigrants arriving at the Port 
of Philadelphia who wished to purchase unseated jands 
in what was then considered the far west. 


At this point another gentleman steps into our picture 
and we present—DETTMAR BASSE, Founder of Zelie- 
nople, as he buys the Creek Meadows, future site of his 
future town of Zelienople. 


EPISODE FOUR 
MINE OWN ROMANTIC TOWN 


Dettmar Basse returned to his home—‘Frankfort-on- 
the-Main” where he was municipal Councillar—to be 
present at the wedding of his daughter, Frederica Wil- 
helmina Zelie Basse to Monsieur Philipe Louis Passavant, 
son of an old distinguished family of Frankfort. After 
the wedding the bride and groom were to come back to 
“the wilds of America” with the bride’s father to Zelieno- 
ple which he had established and named for Zelic. 


The wedding took place on the evening of June, 1807, 
at the beautiful home of Zelie’s Uncle Wilhelm Metzler, 
Burgomeister ot Frankfort. It was a brilliant affair and 
among the guests were the Baron and Baroness de Roths- 
child. During the ceremony when the minister asked 
“who giveth this woman to be married to this man?”— 
Zelie’s father was so excited that instead of stopping 
with customary “I do,’—continued, much to the amuse- 
ment of everyone, by saying, “Upon her promise duly 
given and in my presence signed and sealed, that she 
and Philippe will both return with me to America to 
dwell in wedded unity in Bassenheim.” 

Following the ceremony there was a gay dance, at the 
heighth of which came the rumble of cannon, the tolling 
of bells, the roll of drums, the shrill of bugles and the cry 
of the sentinel—“Arm, arm, Napoleon and 80,000 French 
are at the gates of Frankfort”, for this was during the 
peak of Napoleon’s career. Gay young blades anxious 
to revenge their country pledged their services and lives, 
paying no heed to the tears and entreaties of the women. 
Shouts of “Down with the tyrant, down. with Napoleon” 
filled the air, and confusion reigned. 


Our scene shows the wedding ceremony and the start- 
ling finish to the scene of gayety that followed. 


EPISODE FIVE 
BACK TO BASSENHEIM 


In the fall of 1807, Dettmar Basse returned to “Bassen- 
heim” on the western bank of the Connoquenessing at 
Zelienople and brought with him, his daughter Zelie and 
her husband, Philippe. Nearby was his grist mill, reminis- 
cent of the oli mill in Offenbach where Philippe and his 
friend, Vcn Goethe spent many hours. 


To this mill, all the settlers brough their grain for the 
English John Locke who was miller, to grind into flour. 

Basse had his beautiful estate deeded to his daughter- 
and son-in-law, appointing the latter his agent to look 
after his business and Barony of Bassenheim, for he, 
himself, had planned to return to Frankfort to help his 
country in its struggle against Napoleon. 

On the evening of the arrival of Zelie and Philippe, 
there was a gay party at Bassenheim, arranged by her 
father in their honor, and to it came the prominent 
citizens of the surrounding territory. 

Another important event marked that day, for on 
that same evening, the Bassenheim iron furnace, which 
Basse had built, was put into operation by Hopkins—‘Ze- 
lienople’s first industrial enterprise and predecessor of 
Pennsylvania’s mighty iron industry of a later day.” 

This will portray the arrival of the villagers at the 
home of Dettmar Basse, Bassenheim—to enjoy the party 
in honor of Zelie and her husband Philippe. A fiddler 
enlivens the company with scraps of jigging tunes, ani 
all take part in a lively dance. Suddenly, from off stage, 
comes ‘a loud hissing sound, and roar’, all lights are dim-~ 
med and a red glow lights up the scene, as everyon2 
rushes to one side to see the Bassenheim Furnace go in- 
Ms blast, having been started at a signal given by Dettmary

EPISODE SIX 
ST. PAUL’S CHURCH 


Dettmar Basse retired to Germany in 1818, part of the 
Barony of Bassenheim was sold to Caspar Otto Muller 
“who here built his spacious stone mansion called ‘Ben- 
venue’ upon a beautiful hilltop overlooking the town of 
Zelienople’’, “Pioneer industries, arts and crafts thrived 
and grew” and the education of the oncoming generation 
was taken care of. Nor was the need for spiritual aid 
neglected, for in the home of Otto Muller, ‘Bishop 
Schweitzerbarth conducted the first regular church serv- 
ice in this valley.” 

There, too, on September 10, 1821, was founded St 
Paul’s Church—the pioneer church organization of Ze- 
lienople. 

Trustees were Philippe Louis Passavant, Caspar Ott) 
Muller, Henry Wm. Goehring. 

Wardens—Jacob Gross, Daniel Fiedler, Frederick Pef- 
fer, Jacob Heberling. 

Vestrymen—Christian Buhl, George 
Goehring and John Lambert. 

The church was built in 1826 “and for more than a cen- 
tury has been the dominant landmark of the town and the 
oldest incorporated institution of Zelienople. 

We give our impression of an early church scene in 
the home of Otto Muller.

EPISODE SEVEN 
AN EARLY PUBLIC SCHOOL 


As early as 1807, it seems apparent that the early set- 
tiers on Basse’s 10,000 acres took an active interest in 
providing educaticnal facilities for the younger genera- 
tion. In the account of the reception given to Zelie and 
Philippe Passavant it is noted “There were Jacob and 
Mary Heberling, the torme: being a stone mason by trade 
and teaching the boys in his school in his spare hours. At 
the time cf the election cf the first officers of the Bor- 
ough of Zelienople, in 1840, it is stated that a meeting 
was held in the brick school house with its rough wooden 
benches, high desk, and blackboard. 

We present our impression of a session at an early Ze- 


powonte school where the teacher does not “spare the 
rod”, 


EPISODE EIGHT 
INCORPORATION OF BOROUGH 


The years passed, the settlement of Zelienople grew 
and it became necessary that there be some law and 
order that the settlers might enjoy the “blessings of Lib- 
erty” not only for themselves, for posterity. So the 
Town of Zeiienople in the County of Butler, and terri- 
nee sera ae a boundaries as set forth, were 

rected into a borough” which was “calle 
the BOROUGH of Zelieniovle.” = andsaes 
+ the Charter of Incorporation also provided that Phil- 
ippe Louis Passavant, John Reed and John Levis preside 
at the Township Elections: and the Burgess and Town 
Council duly elected, be one BODY POLITIC AND 
CORPORATE, by the name and style of THE BURGESS 
AND TOWN COUNCIL of the BOROUGH of ZELIE- 
NOPLE.” It was approved May 29, 1840, by the Gover- 
nor of Pennsylvania, David R. Porter. 

The first election for officers of the Borough was on 
June 19, 1840, Orin D. Palmer was elected Burgess and 
Philippe Louis Passavant, Rudolph Kelker, Francis Wal- 
lace, Francis Burkhart, John Gemmel, John Randolph 
and James McConnahy to the Town Council and were 
Sworn into office, June 22. 


EPISODE NINE 


DR. PASSAVANT, PHILANTHROPIST 


William Alfred Passavant who was born here on Oc- 
taber 9, 1821, “conferred undying fame upon his nam2 
and made Zelienople known throughout the entire Chris- 
tian world because of the many Churches, Institutions of 
Mercy, Benevolence and Education which he founded. 
Among these were the following :— 
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The Zelienopie Orphans Home and Farm School, found- 
ed in 1852, the oldest existing Protestant Orphanage in 
the United States. 

The Passavant Memorial Hospital of Pittsburgh, the 
oldest Protestant hospital in the United States. 

Thiel College, at Greenville, Pennsylvania. , 

The Home for Epileptics at Rochester, Pennsylvania. 

The Passavant Memorial Hospital at Milwaukee, Wis. 

The Passavant Memorial Hospital at Jacksonville, Ill. 

The Passavant Orphanage at Germantown near Phil- 
adelphia, Penna. 

The Passavant Orhpanage at Mt. Vernon, New York. 

The Emigrants House, New York City. 

The Chicago Theological Seminary at Chicago, II. 

The famous Jenny Lind, known as the Swedish Night- 
ingale, and noted for her contributions financially to- 
ward Dr. Passavant’s “noble work among the orphans.” 
She gave a farewell consert in Pittsburgh on November 
13, 1851, at the Masonic Hall, to which Dr. Passavant and 
his friend, Bishop Schweitzerbarth went. At its con- 
clusion, the great philanthropist made the statement that 
‘if the Lord will stir up the heart of Jenny Lind to aid 
me in my work for the orphans, I will receive it as from 
His Hand.” And, as if answer to this, Jenny Lind’s hus- 
band, Otto Goldschmidt, presented the good doctor with 
a generous sum, as a “small token of her real interest 
and esteem” in his (Dr. Passavant’s) work. 

The scene gives our impression of the concert. 


EPISODE TEN 
SCENE A. OLD ACADEMY DAYS 


“Following close upsn its incorporation Zelienople 
was by no means backwards in the pursuit of knowledge. 
For here ‘n the spacicus manse of Bishop Schweitzer- 
barth of St. Paul’s Church, in the year 1854, was estab- 
lished the CONNOQUENESSING ACADEMY.” 

As we look in on a class in 1861, there were Professors 
Bassler, Holls, Josiah and Ezra Titzels, proficient in 
teaching Greek and Latin. The reputation and fame of 
the college was such that students were enrolled from all 
the surrounding country, in Zelienople’s first institution 
of higher learning, the predecessor of the present High 
School. 

In a rather iacetious mood, we present this scene. 


SCENE B. CIVIL WAR 


Times were troubled. for the question of slavery was 
becoming one of national importance and was gradually 
dividing the North from the South. Just a little more 
than a month after Lincoln’s Inauguration in 1861, Con- 
federate fo.ces began the bombardment of Ft. Sumter. 
Three days later Lincoln issued his call for 75,000 vol- 
unteers. 

This call was heard at the Old Academy and was 
valiantly answered. In fact, so many students left the 
school to serve with the colors that it was found neces- 
sary to close the Academy for some time. 

Our scene shows students answering Lincoln’s call. 


EPISODE ELEVEN 
A PERIOD OF GAYETY 


Following the Civil War Days came a period of peace 
and prosperity. It was a period of advancement in 
science, education and invention. Of notable interest in 
Zelienople during that time was the building of a rail- 
road into the growing town and the appearance, in 1881, 
of the first train to arrive in Zelienople. The day of pion- 
eering was gone. People were caught in the maelstrom 
of burbelows and frivolities that seemingly swept the 
country. The clumsy vehicles that had been used for 
transportation gave way to the surrey and the buggy. The 
bicycle made its appearance, both the high-wheeler and 
those built for two. The older generation shook its head 
and wondered where such speed would land the world. 

We portray a pienic scene during this gay period. 


EPISODE TWELVE 


CIVIC AND INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT 


OF ZELIENOPLE 
The pioneer spirit of rugged individualism cut trails 
into the wilderness to develop new frontiers, but a spirit

of co-operative community enterprise built the towns and 
cities of today. Zelienople owes much to her civic, 
church, fraternal, industrial and educational organiza- 
tions. 

In this scene we pay tribute to these organizations, par- 
ticularly to the ex-service groups which represent those 
who answered the call to the colors during the dark days 
of the World War.
